No, 39-CWA (42)/74. — In exercise of the powers confer- 
red by sub-section (1) of Section 39 of the Cost and Works 
Accountants Act, 1959, (Act No, 23 of 1959), the Council 
of the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India has 
made the following amendments in the Cost and Works 
Accountants Regulations, 1959, the same having been 
previously published and approved by the Central Govt, as 
required by sub-section (3) of the said Section. 

In the said Regulations : 

1, After the end of Regulation 15 and before the begin- 
ning of Regulation 16, the following new Regulation ISA 
shall be inserted, namely, 

“15A. Procedure In hearing before the Council. - — (1) 
If the Council, on recording a finding, as required under 
sub-section (3) of Section 21, is of the opinoln that 
there is a case for passing one of the orders specified 
in clause (a) or clause (b) of sub-section (4) of the 
said Section, it shall — 

(a) furnish to the member against whom the com- 
plaint relating the finding has been made, a copy 
of the report of the Disciplinary Committee and 
a copy of Its finding; and 

(b) give him such notice as may be decided by the 
Council, indicating the order proposed to be 
passed against him and calling upon him to 
appear before It on a specified date or dates, or 
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if he does not wish to be heard in person to 
send within a specified time such representation 
in writing as he may wish to make against the 
proposed order, 

(2) The scope of the hearing or of the representation in 
writing, as the case may be, shall be restricted to the matters 
concerning the enquiry. 

(3) The Council shall after hearing the member concern- 
ed, if he appears in person, or after considering the represen- 
tation, if any, made by him, pass such orders as It may think 

fit. 

(4) The orders passed by the Council shall be communi- 
cated to the complainant and to the member concerned,” 

II. In sub regulation (1) of Regulation 32 and in sub- 
regulation (1) of Regulation 35, for the words and figuie 
“July 1974”, the words and figure “June 1974” shall be 
substituted. 

III. In sub-regulation (4) of Regulation 32A and in 
sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 35A, in the respective 
proviso thereto, for the words “July 1974” the words “June 
1974” shall he substituted.
